The Germans w ere forced from positions of great 
A length on a wide front and the B ritish gains were maintained, not­ 
withstanding enemy counter attacks. 
The British now hold the heights between the Selle and Harpies 
rivers and are in a position to outflank the forest and cut the railroad 
between Valenciennes and Avesnes. 
Further north are allied forces 
continue their progress through Belgium and French Flanders from 
Der,ain to the Dutch frontier. 
On the north the Belgians are ap 
proachmg Ghent, while the British are marching on the S c ^ ld t river 
and outflanking Tcurnai, an important railw ay junction, which town 
has been made useless to the Germans.
